To overcome tUia difficulty, they have 
adopted a novel and ingenious plan. 
They have erected abanties on tbe 
ice, and there they work and Bleep. 
These shanties are built of etrips of 
timber lined with thick building 
paper, and are at least comfortable. 
Tbey Ore fitted with a small stove 
and a small bed-stead, and are mount- 
ed on runners, so that they ran be 
easily moved about. 
Already about. 


three hundred buildings have been 
put op, and the namtwr is fast in- 
creasing. 
A botfll and a saloon are 


among the buildings. 
The manner 


of fishing is peculiar and very suc- 
cessful. 
A bole is first cot in the 


ice. and a trap-door in the door of 
(lie bouse covers it when not in use. 
The lions* is darkened, atid the l')»h- 
ing begins. 
The lisheirnau seats 


himsttf upon a stool beside the hole, 
and Joo-ers a line -vitti a herring at- 
tached into the water. 
The end of 


tbe line is made fast to the roof. 
A 


piece of lead four inches long is 
forced down the herring's throat, and 
serves for a sinker. The fish coming 
around the bait, ara speared by the 
fishermen, wbo are very' accurate in 
their aim, and rarely miss a fish. 
The water is so clear that the bottom 
of tbe bay can be seen. After dark a 
lamp with a reflector is used to give 
light. 
The best fishing is about 4 


o'clock in the morning and 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 
The catch is prin- 


cipally picture!, with a few white 
flab and some trout. An industrious 
fisherman with ordinary good luck 
cm take from eighty to one hundred 
pon nils of tish djily. 
The fiah sell 


for prices ranging from 4' ; to 7 an. 1 
8 ceuts tt ponnd; and it ha* b^ta cal- 
culated that the pnss receipts of the 
season will amount to about #13.v 
000. 
The people engaged io fishing 


are mostly residents of E^j City, 
Wenona, and other towns ou the bay. 
Some are from C.tnada, and a few 
from Naw York.
